Guiteau was brought 
into Court shortly after ten o’clock, 
and Scoville resumed his argument. 

He called attention of the jury to 
the pleaset up by the defense of in- 
sanity, and discussed at great length 
growth and changes of public opinion 
upon the subject of insanity. He 
claimed that the burden of proof rests 
with the prosecution. “ Why,” said 
Scoville, “‘even President Garfield 
said: Why did this man doit? He 
must be insane.’ Blaine must have 
believed Guiteau insane.” 

Col. Corkhill here arose, and with 
much emphasis said: “If you will 
allow me, Mr. Scoville, the President 
never said he thought he was insane; 
he thought him sane all the time. 
Blaine never thought him itsane; he 
has said under oath that he believes 
him sane.” Scoville asserted that in- 
sanity was hereditary in the Guiteau 
family. 

At one point in the argument Sco- 
ville said, in other words, that those 
in charge of asylums act with a little 
mere reason than do the inmates. 
This sally seemed to amuse Guiteau 
immensely, and a broad smile broke 
over his features and reappeared two 
or three times, as it his mind reyerted 
to it. 

SANE OR INSANE. ° 

When Scovile said the newspapers 
had intimated that Guiteau was only 
feigning insanity, and such seemed 
the general theory of the public. 
Guiteau turned uneasily in his chair, 
and with quickened articulation said: 
J never feign. I act myself, sane or 
insane.” 

Without moting the interruption, 
Scoville alluded to the arrest of a man 
at thé time of President Hayes’ inau- 
guration, who was sent to the asylum. 
„This man,” he said, had as careful- 
ly made his arrangements to kill Pres- 
ident Hayes as did Guiteau to kill 
President Garfield, but for his arrest 
he might have succeeded.” 

Guiteau appeared satisfied till Sco- 
ville plainly intimated that lack of ca- 
pacity on Guiteau’s part had redaced 
his practice, when the prisoner winced 
and broke out, with: “I brought a 
great many suits and generally gave 
them all they wanted!” After a mo- 
ment of quasi explauation to the pris- 
oner, Scoville proceeded and Guiteau,

The Northern Pacific.

The prisoners have 
come to the conclusion that they will 
no longer permit to be used for this 
purpose the money subscribed by 
America. The following is the diet to 
which the prisoners will be subjected: 
Breakfast—12 ounces of bread, 1 pint 
of coffee, consisting of half an ounce 
of coffee, half an ounce of chiccory, 
one ounce of molasses and one-eighth 
of a pint of milk, or, as an alterna- 
tive, 6 ounces of oatmeal in stirabout, 
with 1 pint of milk Dinner—For 
four days in the week, 2 potatoes, 9% 
ounces of beef, 1 pint of soup, 1 
ounce of vegetables and 1 ovnce of 
oatmeal. On Wednesdays and Fri- 
days, 12 ounces of bread and 1 pint 
of coffee. One day in the week 12 
ounces of bread and three-quarters of 
a pint of milk. Supper—Every day 
12 ounces of bread and 1 pint of tea 
or coffee.

The disease known as pink eye,” 
peculiar to horse flesh, bas made its 
appearance in this country, From an 
eastern paper the symptoms are found 
to be fevers,rigors, dullness, sucet eded 
by swelling eye-lids, discharge of tears, 
pain and swelling of the joints, etc. 
The color of the outer membranes of 
the eye and eye-lids is changed to a 
pink, hence the name pink-eye. Death 
is caused by tie plugging‘ of the blood 
vessels of the liver and heart. The 
following is given asa remedy: Four 
drachms of the best aloes as a cathar- 
tic. Dissolve two ounces of saltpetre 
in a bucket of water, to give as a 
drink, to act on the kidneys. The 
supply of food should be moderate— 
bran mash and hay will be suflicient 
for several days. If the heart's action 
begins to fail, give carbonate of am- 
menia in half-drachm doses. If the 
horse is weak when seen, give oil in
